No member of 
the imperial family will participate in I 
politics, the proclamation said, and the' 
new government will observe all for­ 
eign treaties.

Wang Shi Chen aud General 
Chang Hsun. 
General Chang Hsun today officially 
notified Baron Haysahi, the Japanese 
ambassador, that the boy emperor had 
taken control of the government. 


SEE CHINA CIVIL WAR 
LONDON, July 3.—Advices here to 
day indicate that civil war in China is 
inevitable unless the newly proclaim­ 
ed emperor again steps down from 
the throne.

Commissioner 
Makes Exhaustive Investi­ 
gations of Conditions 
In County

Ab usual, when unusual and extreme 
weather conditions 
prevail, 
Orange 
County suffered less crop damage dur­ 
ing the recent hot 
spell 
than any 
other county in Southern California, 
according to the statement of County 
Horticultural 
Commissioner 
R. 
K. 
Bishop. 
Bishop estimates the dam­ 
ages to oranges at IO per cent; lemons. 
35 per cent of colored fruit on trees; 
walnuts, 40 per cent; beans, 15 per 
cent; berries, 5 per cent. 
Bishop has Just completed an ex­ 
haustive investigation into crop con­ 
ditions and yesterday sent to the State 
Board of Horticulture a summary of 
the conditions here. 
He estimates that IO per cent will 
#easily cover the loss in the Valencia 
orange crop, now 
maturing 
on 
the 
trees. The greater loss will be in next 
year’s crop. Young oranges setting for 
next year were afft cled, and in his 
opinion the next season will be 30 per 
cent short of a normal yield. 
“Many citrus men who have made 
an estimate of the damage have re­ 
ported that we will not have more 
than a 40 per cent crop next season,” 
says Bishop. 
“They, however, 
have 
not made the minute investigation I 
have made, and I believe that I am 
conservative when I say the next sea­ 
son's yield will be 70 per cent of nor­ 
mal.” 
Lemons and Walnuts 
Soft spots have shown up in lemons 
picked in the last few days. The dam­ 
age mostly was to colored fruit, and 
he estimates the loss to crop on the 
trees on June 14 at 35 per cent. 
The 
rest are in good condition. 
Walnuts will be about id per cent of 
the normal yield. 
With a crop csti- I 
mated at between 110 and 125 per) 
cent before the hot wave. Bishop esti­ 
mates the damage at about 40 per 
cent, leaving a 75 to 85 per cent crop 
Damage to walnuts was spotted, the 
trees on dry Bund soil suffering the 
greatest. 
The nuts suffered through 
burning the hull a n d by damage to 
the nut inside.

One cup skim milk, one cup finely 
cut cheese, two tablespoons flour, one 
teasi*oon salt. one-fourth teaspoon mus­ 
tard, paprika, or other seasoning. 
Mix 
the 
seasoning with the dry 
flour. 
Add 
enough milk to form a 
smooth paste. 
Add the remainder of 
the milk and heat in a stewpan, stir­ 
ring constantly until thick. 
Add tile 
cheese and stir until thoroughly melt­ 
ed. 
Put a layer of the boiled sump in a 
I beking dish or casserole.

er of sauce and so on alternately un 
til tile material is ail used.

Mob Disarms Soldiers 
Three or four soldiers, 
disarmed 
and cowed by tile mob. were forced 
to join the rioters. 
One of them was

Tile rope on which a negro was 
being hanged over a telephone pole 
was caught by a playing fire hose. The 
men were knocked to the ground.

Scotland’s capital en route to tile Brit­ 
ish cruiser fleet, received a welcome 
that could scarcely have existed had 
their number included President Wil­ 
son and Andrew Carnegie. They were 
vastly bewildered for awhile but the 
meaning became clear in time. 
Scot­ 
land has been greatly thrilled by the 
action of the United States and to­ 
day’s humble visitors offered the first 
opportunity for a real celebration 
This accounted 
for 
the 
bringing 
forth of the American flag. 
It ac­ 
counted for the elaborately arranged 
— though simply menued — banquet, 
with the Lord Provost 
of 
Edinburg 
presiding and the Lord Thief Justice 
of Scotland speaking and every dig­ 
nitary the state banqueting hall would 
hold occupying a place at the table. 
It explained the serious session of the 
city m agistrates on the question of 
whether the dinner should be wet or 
dry. a question that finally was set­ 
tled in the manner it 
was 
thought 
would be most pleasing to the visit­ 
ors.

been brought to thousands of homes 
but there is no other m aterial evi­ 
dence of the war, save 
for 
kilted 
Highland soldiers in the streets and 
occasional blue uniforms of conval­ 
escents sitting in the sunny parks. 
Growing grass and moss have hid­ 
den the slight scar on one facade of 
Edinburg castle, the mark of a Zep­ 
pelin bomb dropped early in the war. 
The castle still Imprisons from time 
to time German prisoners brought in 
by naval vessels.
